THE SECOND FAMILY TO 
ARRIVE IN RAYMOND 


Will Ijamb, a young unmarried 
man of abodt 25 years of age left 
Farmington Utah, May 9, 1898 for 
Cardston where they landed June 15 
He and his brothers came by wagpn 
and horses over a rough wagon trail 
Mr. I,amb walked most of the way. 
I^ater his sweet heart arrived in 
Cardston, amt they were married 
January 9tm 1900. 

On October 19, 1900 their first baby 
Floyd, was born. It was In the even 
Ing of September 4th. 1901, they arr¬ 
ived In Raymond and set up a tent 
south of town living there until tlielr 
frame house was finished. 

The first building contractors in 
town were C. W. Lamb and a com¬ 
pany consisting of Rolfsons, Munns 
and Olbbs. 

Mr. Lamb was the contractor and 
builder of Chas. McCarthy’s store 
and hotel, King Bros., Massey Harris, 
Cooper and Lamb Hardware( on the 
sight of the Bob Graham business 
corner). He also built the Wm. Nald- 
er home and others before going to 
work for Rogers and Cunningham. 
Ben Strlngham built the counters 
and shelving in King Bros. Store. 

When a small church with a heat¬ 
ing plant was built by Jesse Knight 
with a little help from some memb¬ 
ers of the community, Will Lamb 
was the first man to put his hand 
In Ills pocket and pull out ten dollars 
as an offering to help. Others foll¬ 
owed and Apostle John W. Taylor 
was reported to have Haid ‘Under the 
conditions the I^ord Is just as pleas¬ 
ed with the ten dollar donations as 
a thousand.' 

Mr. Lamb was born In 1872 and Is 

no doubt the only one In Raymond 

to claim the distinction of attending 
the first Primary under Aurelia S. 
Rogers in 1878 the very first organiz¬ 
ation of a Primary in the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. 
Mr. Lamb was 6 years old at this 
time. Mrs. Dora Lamb w’as very act¬ 
ive in church and town affairs. She 
was an officer in the Relief Society 
and was one of the first committee 
'nV “Old Folks Day*'. She was an 
ergetic booster for a “Raymond II If 
Holiday”, a public watering trough 
and many other advancements for 
the new town. Mr. and Mrs. Lamb 
were the parents of eight children 
Floyd ^w ho resides at Vancouver B.C 
and works on a boat there; Kate, 
(Mrs. Dewey Earnstaaw) who resides 
In Salt Lake City; Norma (Mrs. Bill 
Minshull) living In Saskatchewan; 
Dean who is a carpenter and now 
lives in Calgary; Inez (Mrs. JO. 
Hlcken) Mr. Hlcken Is Bishop of the 
Raymond First Ward and Mrs. Hi< li¬ 
en Is the President of the Stake 
Primary; Leila (Mrs. Roy Finley) of 
Picture Butte; Marla (Mrs. Grant 
Smith) residing in Raymond.

He felt that the application of 
science for the use and convenience 
of mankind is still very much in its 
youth and that the young graduate 
of today can look forward to a life 
of professional adventure as exciting 
as any generation has known. 

The approximately 1,500 under¬ 
graduate engineering students in the 
four to five faculties of applied 
science in Canadian universities in 
1910 had grown to more than 10,000 
today. More than one-third of the 
National Research Council scientific 
research staff were engineers. The 
outlook for the profession looked 
bright. 


TORONTO. — The Canadian Gov¬ 
ernment "is spending on research 
over seven times ns much ns she did 
in 1939,” Dr. C. J. Mackenzie, presi¬ 
dent of the National Research Coun¬ 
cil. Ottawa, told the Engineering In¬ 
stitute of Canada recently. 

"While in engineering our facilities 
for graduate work on the doctorate 
level are still limited, there are today 
a considerable number of scientifical¬ 
ly-trained engineers doing research 
work and the number is growing 
daily,” said Dr. Mackenzie in an ad¬ 
dress at the institute’s annual ban¬ 
quet. "Altogther, I feel confident 
about the future of Canadian indus¬ 
try and Canadian engineering.”

MEDICINE HAT.—Formulation of 
plans which it is hoped will lead to 
increased irrigation throughout west¬ 
ern Canada, with a resultant rise in 
productivity of the land, was discuss¬ 
ed here at a meeting which saw the 
birth of a new reclamation associa¬ 
tion for western Canada. 

At present taking in only Alberta 
and Saskatchewan the organization 
will hold another meeting in Leth¬ 
bridge July 11-12 at which Manitoba 
and British Columbia will be invited 
to participate. 

Concerned with seeing that farm¬ 
ers can produce crops under as fav¬ 
orable conditions as possible, the as¬ 
sociation’s main objective will be to 
strive for extensive irrigation 
throughout regions in the west where 
proper water channeling can greatly 
increase output. 

The need for an organization which 
can effectively work towards increas¬ 
ed soil fertility was indicated recent¬ 
ly through statistics by Dr. A. O. Me- 
Calla of the University of Alberta. 
He said that during the period 
stretching from 1921 to 1943 drought 
struck southeastern Alberta 50 per 
cent, of the time. 

Through proper irrigation it has 
been estimated that drought years 
, can be eliminated and farmers, 

I through selective crops, can greatly 
increase the income they would be 
making even in normal years. 

Instead of grossing approximately 
$20 an acre from a dry land wheat 
crop farmers could gross between 
$120 and $360 an acre on watered 
land raising vegetable canning crops 
and from $125 to $225 raising sugar 
beet crops. 

L. B. Thomson, superintendent of 
the Swift Current, Bask., Experiment¬ 
al Farm, said that the association 
“will do the trick” in providing farm¬ 
ers with necessary security during 
periods which normally would be 
drought years. 

He described the main problem as 
water conservation, not soil condi¬ 
tions. “It takes two inches of water 
j to grow one bushel of grain.”

GHOST BEHAVES 
LIKE A GENTLEMAN 


PENCAITLAND, EAST LOTHIAN, 
Scotland. — The Society for the Re¬ 
cording of Abnormal Happenings is 
to Investigate the behavior of the 
“ghost of a perfect gentleman” which 
haunts Penkaet castle here. 

Mrs. Holbourn says that when she 
and her husband first went to live in 
the 16th-century house, they were 
often disturbed by the sound of heavy 
footsteps and the sound of something 
“heavy and soft” being dragged along 
the floor.

FOOD VALUES 


"I feel sure, however,” he said in

In these days of climbing food 
costs, wise homemakers know that 
correct cooking methods are as im¬ 
portant as proper food selection and 
good meal planning. 

Many of the food values present in 
raw food can be lost before that food 
reaches the table unless particular 
care is taken in preparation and 
cooking. For instance— 

Do not soak vegetables before 
cooking. 

If you must pare vegetables, pare 
thinly and cook immediately after 
paring. 

If you must pare fruit, pare thinly, 
and immediately prior to eating. 

Cook vegetables as quickly as pos¬ 
sible. 

Avoid overcooking—cook until just 
barely tender. 

Steam vegetables rather than 
drown them in water. Put them in

Where spinach 
is concerned, no water is needed 
other than the moisture on the leaves 
after washing. 

Save the water in which vegetables 
are cooked and use in cream sauces, 
gravies and soups. • 

Never add soda to cooking vege¬ 
tables. It may preserve the color but 
it destroys the vitamins. 

Try to cook the right amount for 
each meal. This avoids waste and re¬ 
sultant expense. Also, storing and re¬ 
heating causes loss of vitamins.

Helpful Hints To 
Sheep Shearers 


THIS CURIOUS WORLD 


By WILLIAM 
FERGUSON 


As a means of increasing the yield 
of high-grade wool, great care should 
be taken when the sheep are being 
shorn. By following the recommenda¬ 
tions of the National Sheep Commit¬ 
tee for handling fleece wool at shear¬ 
ing, the yield and profits may be in¬ 
creased through the prevention of 
damp, wet, and dirty wool appearing 
in the clip. 

These recommendations are: 

(a) Shear on a clean floor and 
avoid second cuts. In the case 
of sizeable range flocks, the 
holding pens should have slat¬ 
ted floors. 

(b) Keep all short, hairy leg and 
face clippings away from the 
fleece. If there is any quantity 
of these clippings pack them 
separately in a small sack. 

(c) Spread fleece, flesh side down, 
on a slatted table or on a clean 
surface. 

(d) Remove all tags, dung locks or 
muddy bellies. Pack separately.

Tourists Do Not 
Like British Coffee 


LONDON. — The Government con¬ 
fessed that Britons do not know how 
to make coffee for foreign palates. 

Dr. Edith Summerskill, parliament¬ 
ary spokesman for the Food Minis¬ 
try, said under a barrage of questions 
in the House of Commons: 

“I appreciate that coffee, as pre¬ 
pared in this country, is not to the 
liking of overseas visitors.” 

Members of Parliament had ex¬ 
pressed concern because of the ex¬ 
pected influx of American tourists. 
Tom Driberg, Labor, had asked her 
if she wouldn't instruct the country’s 
cooks in the fine art of brewing cof- 

The smartly-grcomed Dr. Summer- 
skill referred one and all to the Min¬ 
istry’s widely-circulared “The ABC 
of Cooking”, which gives four ways 
of making coffee. 

One is called the “warm jug” 
method: 

“Warm the jug. Add coffee and 
salt. Pour in boiling water and stand 
in a warm place for about 15 min¬ 
utes. tt is a good plan to stand the 
jug in a saucepan of boiling water. 
Stir the coffee and let it settle again. 
Strain if necessary, but do not boil. 
For straining, use a very fine coffee 
strainer or a piece of fine muslin.” 


<e> Homuve any bellies that are 
very T>urry, chaffy or strawy 
and also any other such badly 
affected fleece parts. Pack sep¬ 
arately. 

(f) Fold fleece twice from one side 
to bring back portion upper¬ 
most. Roll from britch to neck. 
Tie each fleece with one strand 
of paper twine. Never use 
binder or other sisal twine. 

(g) Any reject fleeces or fleece 
portions such as black, dead or 
damaged should be packed 
separately.
